Smuggling' In iha Opium War 
His Ignorttncc or pretended Ignora n 
ce of the overwhelming abundance of 
tho early Imperial edicts prohibiting 
opium was also astounding. As early 
a!< i:;?, or the Tth ye.tr of tho reign of 
Yung Cheng, law.*! wore made inter- ; 
dictliig the use of opium. These la tth I 
however, failed to stop the importa- 
tion of opium which was then uisdir 
the fostering Influences of the V.^ti 
India Company, In 1780. Imports li.sv. 
Ing Increased to a. Large extent, a 
Viceroy at Canton doterr,ilr.ed to ap- 
ply the restriction with n'.'w ^ igor; 
and In 1Ï96, the amoir.i having in- 
creased to over 1,000 chests, an edict 
Wit*, on the representation of the Vic- 
eroy, Issued a'Dsolutely prohibiting all 
Importation. This edict was rcnewod 
In ISOO and followed by .-itrlngenl de- 
crees In rapid succession on this mat- 
ter. Fr.im this date th« traffic be- 
came coiitr.a.'rt.ind. It ia to ho noted that 
'be prohibiting edict of 17ÎÎ1 was never 
•."P'.il'il. Tint iind'r the lrem"ndous 
presBuro of sniiiggllng by the powerful 
English Merchants, new laws had to 
be enacted from timtj to tlmo fo re- 
inforce It. It Is true that by meiins of 
syoteniatlo bribery sinuggllng had 
gone on without hindrance, but wi 
should think that tli« gulll belongM 
OS miifîh to the nort-upllnr BngUsli 
Mrirhanln tjnder royal charter as In 
(he corrliptod Chinese offl.inin under 
Imperial ban. Fiirlliermore, wo iniiHt
